The sleds 
with light loads followed. Tbe 
sorts re vibrated as we moved 
all, bat tbe spiked handle of tbe Ice 
aa did not easily pahs through. For 
about two miles we wslked with an 
(•ay tread and considerable anxiety, 
but we bad all been on similar Ice be¬ 
fore and we knew that with a ready 
Use and careful watchfulness there 
was do great danger. A cold bath, 
however. In that temperature, forty 
lagrira below, could have had no me 
aeriooa consequences. In two crossings 
all our supplies were safely landed on 
tbe north * bores, and from there tbe 
lead had a more picturesque effect 
For a time this hnge separation In 
the pack was a mystery to me. At 
first sight there seemed to be no good 
reason for Its existence. Peary had 
found a similar break north of 1 lobe- 
son channel. It seemed likely that 
what we aaw was an extension of tbe 
same lead following at a distance tbe 
general trend of tbe northern moot land 
extension 

This la precisely what one finds on 
s smaller scale wherever two Ice parka 
come together. Here we have tbe pack 
of tbe central polar aea meeting the 
land Ice. Tbe movement of tbe land 
pack is Intermittent and usually aloug 
the coast. The shallows, grounded ice 
and projecting points Interfere with a 
steady drift. The movement of the 
central pack Is quite constant and st¬ 
rudel lo every direction. 

The tide*, the currents and the 
winds each give momentum to tbe 
floating mass. This lead Is tbe break¬ 
ing lloe between tbe two bodies of Ice. 
It widens as the pack separates, nar¬ 
rows or widens with an easterly or 
westerly drift according to the pres¬ 
sure of the central pack.

search one seal blowhole was found I 
nod an old bear track, but no ulga or j 
other small life was delected In tbe i 
water of tbe crevices. At the big lead , 
a few algae were gathered, but here 
the sea was sterile. Tbe signs of seal i 
and (tear, however, were curooraglng I 
for a possible food supply. In return-1 
mg the season would be more advanc -1 
ed. and tbe life might move north- ( 
ward, thus permitting an extension of 
the time allowance of our rations. 

Though tbe heat of the sun waa 
barely felt. Its raya began to pierce 
tbe eye with painful effects. The 1 
bright light being reflected from the 
spotless surface of the storm driven 1 
snows, could not long be eudured even 
by the Eskimos without hook protec¬ 
tion. The amber colored goggles that 
we bad made at Anoootok from the 
glass of tbe photographic supplies now 
proved a priceless discovery. They 
effectually removed cue of tbe greatest 
torments to arctic travel. 

The darkened or smoky glasses, blue 
glasaes and ordinary automobile gog¬ 
gles had all been tried with Indifferent 
results. They failed for one reason or 
another, mostly tiecauae of an Inauf 
Orient range of vlaluo or a faulty con¬ 
struction. making It Impossible to pro- 
-eed more than a few minutes without 
removing the accumulated condensa¬ 
tion. 

Relief In Amber Glaaaos. 

This trouble was entirely eliminated 
In our goggles. Tbe amber glaaa 
screened only the active rays which 
Injure tbe eye. but did not Interfere 
with tbe rauge of vision. Indeed, the 
rye. relieved of the snow glare, waa 
belter enabled to see distant objects 
than through Beklgiaaaea. It la fre¬ 
quently imwt difficult to delect Icy 
irregularities on cloudy days. Tbe 
amber glass also dispels this trouble

New laa Steps Drift. 

la low temperature new Ice forms 
rapidly, and this offers an obstruction 
to tbs drift « the old lea. As tbe 
Heavy central Ice to pressed against 
tbe unyielding land pack the small Ice 
to ground up. and even heavy fioee are 
crushed. This reduced mass of small 
lea to pasted and cemented along tbe 
aho re a of the big lead, leaving a broad 
band of troublesome surface as a seri¬ 
ous barrier to sled travel It seems 
quite likely that tbia lead, or a condi¬ 
tion almllar to IL extends entirely 
around tbe polar sea aa • buffer be¬ 
tween the land and tbe middle pack. 

With tbe big lead and Its many poa 
alblhtles for troublesome delay behind, 
a course waa aat to reach the eighty- 
fifth parallel on tbs ninety-seventh 
meridian. What little mors mo at was 
noted on the Ice had beau easterly, 
and to allow for this drift wa aimed 
to keep a line slightly west of tbe 
pole. 

Tbe wind waa not a troublesome fac¬ 
tor as we forged along for tbe first day 
over this central pack. After a run of 
eleven hours tbe pedometer registered 
twenty-three miles, but we bad taken 
a zigzag course and therefore only 
placed seventeen miles to our credit 

Tbe nlgbt was beautiful. Tbe bud 
sank Into a purple hast, and noon there 
appeared three suns In prismatic col¬ 
ors, and these soon settled Into tbe 
frozen aea. During tbe night a oar 
row band of orange brightened the 
northern skies, while the pack surface 
glowed In magnificent shades of violet 
and lilac and pale purple blue. 

Laad Cloud* 8till Visible. 

Satisfactory observations at noon on 
March 24 gave our position »■ latitude 
83 degrees 31 minutes, longitude M 
de gr e es 27 minutes. Tbe land clouds 
of Grant Land were still visible, and 
a low bank of mist In tbe west occa¬ 
sionally brightened, offering an outline 
BuggaatUe of land Tbi* we believed 
to bo Crocker Lax*4. but mist penis' 
eutly screened the boriaon and did ant 
°«ar au o^ortanlty to ntpdy the con

perfectly, enabling tbe eye to nearcb 
carefully every nook and crevice 
through the vague Incandescence 
which blinds the observer lo baay 
weather. Tbe amber glass therefore 
reduce* not tbe quantity of light, as 
do smoky glasses, but tbe quality. 
We were not only relieved of tbe psln 
and fatigue of snow glare, but the 
amber color gave a touch of cheer and 
warmth to our cbllled boriaon of bluer 

Bo thoroughly were we In love wltL 
these guggles that later they were 
worn while asleep, with tbe double 
object of screening tbe strong light 
which passes through, tbe eyelids and 
also to keep tbe forehead warm. 

On this march In tbe early part of 
the afternooo tbe weather proved good 
and the Ice, though newly erevawed. 
Improved as we advanced. Tbe tote 
stan spread our day's work clow to 
tbe chill of midnight, and before we 
were quite ready to camp there were 
sign* of another gale from tbe wwL 
Idttle sooty clouds with ragged edges 
seprriad along at an alarming pace, 
and beyond > bugs smoky bank black¬ 
ened tbe pearly glitter. 

Boltable camping Ice was sought, 
and lo tbe course of an hour an Igloo 
was built. The structure waa built 
stronger than usual Double tiara of 
anow blocks were placed to tbe wind¬ 
ward and a little water was thrown 
ov-er tbe top to cement tbe blocks. 
Tbe dogs were fastened to tbe lee of 
hummocks, and tbe sleds were secure¬ 
ly lashed and fastened to tbe Ice. 

We expected a hurricane and had 
pot long to wait to taste of Its bitten. 
Itefocs wa wars gt pest (o oqr bags 
i ha wind brushed tbe snows with a 
force Inconceivable. Tbe air thickened 
with rusblog drift- In a few moments 
tbe dogs and sleds wan burled tfndr- 
banks of anew and great drifts en¬ 
circled tbe Igloo. Tbe cemented blocks 
of oar dome withstood the sweep of 
tbe blast wry well, but many small 
botes wj&re UfFlowed thfpqgb tbe snow 
wail permitting some drift to enter. 

Karly in the morning, after a rush 
of but a few hours, tbe storm cewaed 
sa suddenly ss It came and left a still 
oew which was appalling. The dogs 
soon began to bowl desperately, as if 
■flacked &y 4 b«»r- sod we rushed 
nut. seeking gun#, but there fu no 
‘PProocbiog creature 

It was a combined signal of matron. 

! The storm driven scows had buried 


They bad portly uncovered themselves, 
but by trace and harness they were 
frozen to hardened musses, so mocb 
so that few could rise and stretch, 
which Is a severe torment to dogs aft- ' 
er a storm. We freed their traces, 
beat the cemented snows from their I 
rum with sticks, and tbetr curling tails 
and pointed noses told of common grat¬ 
itude. 

As we skirmished about for a little 
stretch ourselves the suu rose over the* 
northern blue, flashing the newly driv¬ 
en snows In warm tones. Tbe temper¬ 
ature during the storm rose to 26 be¬ 
low. but now the thermometer sank 
rapidly below 40. Tbe west was still 
smoky, nod tbe weather did not seem 
quite settled. It was too early to start, 
so we disrobed again, slipped Into the 
bags and sought a quiet slumber. 

A few hours Inter we were rudely ' 
■wakened by loud explosive noises, i 
Looking about nothing unusnal waa 
detected about the igloo, and o peep 
through tbe eye port gave no cause 
for tbe disturbance. It was concluded 
that tbe Ice was cracking from tbe 
sodden change of temperature in quite 
tbe usual harmless manner, and we 
turned over to prolong tbe bag com¬ 
forts. 

Tbeo there came a series of thnn- 
dering noises, with which tbe Ice quiv¬ 
ered. Abwelab arose aud said that 
the house was breaking. I turned to 
rise and sank Into a newly formed 
crevasse, which up to that moment was 
bridged by snow. A man In a hag la a 
helpless creature, and with water be¬ 
low nod tumbling blocks of snow from 
above pressing one deeper and deeper 
the case was fur from humorous nt a 
temperature of 48 below. 

Still, tbe boys laughed heartily. Their 
hands, however, were quickly occu¬ 
pied. Abwelab grabbed my btg and 
rolled me over on snow of doubtful 
security. They then slipped Into furs 
with electric quickness and tossed tbe 
things out on safe Ice. 

In the extreme cold the water froze 
In sheets about (he bng. and when the 
ice waa beaten off tbe reindeer skin 
was. lo my pleasure, found quite dry. 

A few moments more of sleep and we 
might all have found a resting place 
In tbp chilling deep. Tbut experience 
kept us ever watchful for tbe dangers 
of the spreading Ice In all callus after 
storms. 

The Ice about was much disturbed, 
and numerous black lines of water 
opened on every side, from which 
oozed Jets of frosty steam. The great 
difference between the temperature of 
the sea and that of the sir msde a 
• outrust of 7*1 degf—s. ami the often 
►quits of ice water npi»-arcd to be boll- 
Ing. 

Anxious to move along away from 
tlie troubled angle «f |<-e. |he usual 
breakfast was tdnipllfhd. Melting some 
snow, we poured down the Icy liquid 
ns un eye opener and then began at 
tbe half pound bowlder of pemndcan. 
but with cold lingers, blue lips nud no 
possible shelter the stuff was unusual¬ 
ly bard. 

To warm up the sled* were prepared, 
aud under tbe lush the dogs Jumped 
Into harness with a bound. Tbe |«m- 
mk*ao. somewhat reduced with the nx. 
was ground under the molars as we 
went along. The teeth were thus 
kept from chattering, and the stomach 
was fired with durable fuel. 

As we advanced the Ice Improved to 
'one extent, nod with a little search 
a safe crossing whs found over all of 
the new crevices, though n strong west¬ 
erly wind carried a piercing cold. 
Good progress was made, hut we were 
not allowed to forget at any time that 
we were Invading the forbidden do¬ 
mains of polar environment. 

Tbs Bitter Cold. 

In starting bebwe the end of the 
winter night and camping on tbe open 
Ice fields In the long northward march 
we had first accustomed our eyes to a 
frigid darkness and then to a perpetu¬ 
al glitter with shivers. Tbla proved to 
be the coldest season of the year We 
shook! have been hardened to all kinds 
of arctic torment, but tnnn only gains 
that advantage when the pulse ceases 
to beat. 

Far from laod. far from other life, 
there was nothing to arouse a warm¬ 
ing spirit Along tbe land there had 
been calms aud gales aud ao Inspiring 
contrast, even lo the dark days aud 
nights, but here tbe frigid world was 
felt at Its worst. Tbe wind, which 
cgme persistently from the west-now 
strong, now feeble, hut always sharp 
Inflicted a pain to which we never bfr 
-litol- accustomed. 

The kind of torture most felt In this 
w(od and humid air of an arctic pack 
was a picturesque mask of Ice about 
tbe face. Every bit of oxbaled mois¬ 
ture condensed and froze either to tbe 
facial hair or to the line of fox tails 
about the hood. It made a comical 
caricature of us. 

Tbe frequent turns in this course 
brought both aides to tbe wind and 
arranged a line of icicles from every 
hair offering a convenient nucleus. 
These lines of crystal offered a pleas¬ 
ing dash of light and color qa we 
I poked at cacti other, but they did not 1 
sffupd much amusement to tbe Indi¬ 
vidual exhibiting them. Such hnlra as 
had not been pulled from the lips ond 
tbe chin were first weighted, and then 
the wind carried tbe breath to the long 
hair with which we protected our 
heads and left a maaa of dangling 
frost. 

An ley Costiq|. 

Accumulated moyture from the eyes 
coated tbe eyelashes and brows. Tbe 1 
humidity escaping about tbe forehead 
left a crescent of anow above, while 

that escaping under tbe chin, combined 

with falling breath, made a oemlcirclo 
of Ice. The most nucoipfortahli: tctCKw. 
however, were those that had formed
